In the fervor of his pedagogion] du
ties he forgot his own  wherenbouts and
romitned on the radintor in an upright
position for fully Nfteen  minutes, never
abating the ardor of his explanntion, Sud-
denly. sLill forgetting where he wil, he
ftarted for the blackbhoard with churacter-
Istic agility, realising, nlas! that the top
of the radiator was not on o level with the
floor,

But the genlal instructor, who hak nevey
forgotten thnt e wis onee n boy himself,
mmiled indulgently  whens hig  astonished
olisa roured with uncontrolled laughter,

Mr. Brown, who Is in the nelghborhood
of his three-score-and-ten allownnee, Han
resigned his post, it & understood, not be.
sause of any obvious slgns of decrepitude :
lhut simply in order that he many pursus an
